CARTWRIGHT ON PREFER- 


Sir Richard Cartwright Addresses 
Large Toronto Meeting—Progress 
Under Liberai Rule. 


(Bulletin Spesial Dispatch). 

Ottawa, Dec. 10.—Sir Richard Cart- 
wright before a large audience in the 
Association hail, Toronto, to-night, 
spoke eloquently of the great pro- 
gress made by Canada since the Lib- 
erals assumed power in 1896. Speaking 
of preferential trade and Premier 
Balfour's pamphiet, Sir Richard ad- 
mitted that this was a scholarly pro- 
duction, but the British premier was 
theoreticat rather than practical in 
imagining tbat the liseai policy of the 
United States had built up the coun- 
try. He was like the closet natural- 
ist who never encountered a beast in 
his native fair. Sir Kichard beleived 
the United States had so found out 
Britain’s superiority and friendliness 
to the States that it was willing to 
enter into reciprocal trade arrange- 
ments which would make the Angilo- 
Saxon race contro! three and a half 
continents. Great Britain is by far 
the best customer the United States 
has. He pointed this out and said 
that that.fact is getting borne in 
on the United States consciousness. 
To bring about this trade 
would necessitate a paradox if Eng- 
land taxed food imports.) The United 
States farmers would be ‘eanVinced of 
the folly of protection and the résult

WATERMEN’S BY LAW 

At a recent mveting oi the city 
council a by-law was passed licensing 
water dealers and to aiford facilities 
for the inexpensive distribution bo 
water for domestic purposes amo 
residents of the town of Riebenidn 
lying veyonu t. ‘iuuits of the muni- 
cipal waterworks system. The fol- 
lowing are the principal provisions 
of the by-law in a condensed form ;— 

All water dealers must take out a 
license. 


The license fee is fifteen dollars 
per annum ior one tank of eight bar- 
rels capacity, and $7.50 ior each addi- 
tional tank. 


Water may be obtained for sale| 
from the municipal waterworks sys-| 
tem by means o. a hydrant or tap. 
Each of the watermen must pay their 
just proportion of the water used and! 
the hydrant so used is to be under | 
the supervision oi the proper town of- 
ficials. % 

The prices to be charged consumers 
are. plasterers, 12 i-Zc per barrel; 
irregujar customers, 20c per barrel ;} 
persons taking less than two barrels 
a week, zZUc per barrel; regular cus-| 
tomers who take regularly more 
than two barrels a week, six barrels) 
for one dollar; livery and teed stable) 
mer who may take a whole tank in 
one day, from 75c to one dollar a 
tank. 


A water dealer neea not deliver less! 
than a full barrel to one customer 
at a single time, and if less is asked| 
for, the price of a whole barrel may} 
be charged. 


Water consumers must have their} 
utensils tor holding the water kept) 
clean and the water dealer shall reg- 
ularly at least every two weeks clean 
out the utensil witbout any extra 
charge. 


In ali matters of dispute between 
water dealers and consumers, the de-| 
cision of the council shall be final. 

Any waterman committing a) 
breach of this by-law shall be subject 
to a fine ot aot more than twenty- 
five dollars, or imprisonment for a 
period not exceeding [ilteen days.
